1 . The following communication is in response to the Board Decision reversing the 
Examiner filed 3/10/2009. 

Status of the Claims 

2. Claims 1-14 are currently pending in the application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to teach or suggest the limitations of the independent claims. 

Independent claims 1, 9 and 14 disclose a method, system, and apparatus for 
loading money from money loading means to money depositing means, wherein money 
is deposited in electrical format comprising wirelessly transmitting an inquiry message at 
intervals by the money loading means. 

The primary difference between the claimed invention and the prior art are the 
combination of Ferreira and Kawan fail to disclose the claim limitation of wirelessly 
transmitting an inquiry message at intervals by the money loading means. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
